od, are said to have been exemplary in 
point of morals, yet being joined by a tur-

But the sect revived again in Germany, 
in the next century.

quisitions; but they were not easily extir- 
pated. They appeared again in Thuringia 
and Lower Saxony in the fifteenth century, 
and rejected not only the sacraments, but 
every branch of external worship, placing 
their only hope of salvation in faith and 
whipping. Their leader, Conrad Schmidt, 
and many others, were committed to the 
flames by German inquisitors, about the 
year 1414.
